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More than Thought

E ARE in a body, we are in a physical 
world, there must be a reason for it. 
There is a reason for our being here, 


there are things for us to learn, things for us to 
teach, steps of growth to be made. It is good for 
us to have grown away from the bondage of past 
beliefs and superstitions and the mistaken concept 
that we are primarily physical beings, with pos- 
sibly a little spiritual nature. The tendency of all 
of us is like the tendency of a pendulum to swing 
from one extreme to the other. The truth lies in 
between the extremes. 

It is widely taught that our mind can heal us, 
that mind is all, that as a man “thinketh . . . so 
is he.” This is true, but it is not all of the truth, 
and you cannot live on this plane of being alone, 
any more than you can live by a material concept 
of life alone. To say that all is mind is all right 
if you include the whole mind. 

There is the subconscious, or subliminal, or un- 
conscious mind, the conscious mind, the super- 
conscious mind, and the all-inclusive, universal 
mind, or Spirit. Even this analysis does not say any- 
thing about the “‘too, too solid flesh,” nor about 
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God with His infinite possibilities in you as a 
four-fold being: body, mind, soul, and spirit. 
Spirit is uppermost and all inclusive. It includes 
all these. 

Some persons have tried to get rid of their 
problems by saying there are no problems: assum- 
ing that if you just say it loud enough and hard 
enough and persistently enough they will go away, 
like the bug-a-boos of our childhood. Well, this 
only works under certain defined conditions. It is 
not all-inclusive, it does not always work this 
way. We all know that you do not change bad 
news by cutting the telephone wires. You cannot 
work out a problem merely by ignoring it. Often- 
times it helps to ignore it a little; that is, not to 
give it too much power, but do not pretend that 
it does not exist. It could exist for you, to your 
consciousness. Then there is something you must 
do about it. It may not be real to anybody else, but 
if it is to you then it is something for you to con- 
sider, to pray about, to think about, to find an ad- 
justment to. 

Thinking by itself is not enough. If you want 
an electric light switch turned on, it is good to 
think about it, of course, but then you have to do 
something, do you not? You can think about God 
as your infinite supply, but you could sit and think 
about it for a very long while and nothing might 
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happen. You could not rely on anything happen- 
ing unless you did something about it too. 

Nevertheless, when you send out a thought 
into the world you sometimes find that it brings 
answers even without any apparent overt action 
on your part. How do you explain this? What 
happens is that when the thought captures your 
imagination, then it comes alive. Feeling is the 
secret. It has many fulfillments, but most of them 
come about by easily observable, explainable, 
logical ways. They are even disarming and de- 
ceiving, so simple, natural, and logical that you 
would never think of them. 

Is it not peculiar that when we pray to God, 
when we use the powers of thought and feeling 
that God has given us, we think that His answer 
has to come in some very mysterious, hidden, 
magical sort of way? 

The powers in you often produce a result that 
is so simple, so prompt, so wonderful that it 
amazes you. You may miss it for quite a while, if 
not entirely, because you expect it to come in a 
different way. 

God is unlimited, His power is illimitable, and 
His power in you is wonderful and mighty, but 
it is not for you to use as an independent agent. 
It is used in co-operation with Him. 

Have you heard about the man who had been 
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to a very expensive Truth teacher? He knew the 
teacher must be good because he had paid three 
hundred dollars for the course. When his family 
tried to pin him down as to what he had learned, 
he would hedge and say, “Well, it was wonder- 
ful,” and so on, but they kept at him until finally 
he burst out with, “Well, they taught me that God 
and I are one, and He is the one!” 

This is true. He is the “head man.” Do not try 
to be God. Especially do not try to be God in 
other persons’ lives. If you are going to try it 
anywhere do it in your own life, but do not even 
do it there, for it is the great deception. You are 
not God, I am not God. 

Be humble in the sight of God. God has put 
in you great powers, this is true. The power of 
thought is wonderful, but it is not enough. It must 
be dedicated thought; it must be logical and true. 

Thought establishes patterns. You can change 
your life by changing the character of your 
thought, not because thought will do it alone but 
because if you think anything long enough, deep- 
ly enough, sincerely enough, and honestly enough 
you will tend to carry thought over into some 
form of expression, feeling, speech, action. 

There are rare occasions when it seems as if 
just thinking a thing brings about a result. Often- 
times you have just picked up a thought that is in 
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the atmosphere and which is just about ready to 
burst forth into expression, so you think, “I did it, 
my thought did it.” Actually you may not have 
been thinking very much, but you had your “an- 
tenna’” up and were receptive at the time, so you 
more or less tuned in on thought atmosphere. This 
is not too unusual. It happens almost every day to 
almost everybody. 

God does not want us to be merely instruments 
of receptivity. God wants us to know His power in 
us and to be self-reliant in the sense that we rely 
on His Spirit within us. While any faith is good, 
a knowing faith is better than a blind faith, just 
as it is better to play by note than by ear, just as § 
it is better to walk by sight than to grope in a dim 
light or in the dark. It is good to make an effort, 
even if it seems like an incomplete effort, but it 
is better when it can be an effort guided from on 
high. 

You have hidden resources in your life beyond 
the bodily physical ones, resources of the sub- 
conscious (which, as I see it, is the feeling, emo- 
tional nature.) You have a conscious thinking 
intellect. These are not separate minds; they are 
different phases of one. Another phase is what we 
call the superconscious, which is the spiritual as- 
pect of mind which reaches beyond our own in- 
dividual realm of being, of conscious and sub- 
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conscious mind and body, into the universal. 

It is possible for you to enlarge your under- 
standing by drawing upon the resources of the 
subconscious. You bring into this world a great 
store of knowledge and wisdom that is the result 
of past experiences, and you also bring the poten- 
tial of access to the universal spiritual heart. 

“Which of you by taking thought can add one 
cubit unto his stature?” Not by thought alone. 
But thought carried out into processes, into acts, 
into performances, into a pattern of action can do 
wonders! 

Thought does its best when at the other ex- 
treme of the action is the heart. I do not mean 
the organ that pumps blood; I mean your soul, 
your feeling nature. Feeling is closer to the center 
of Being, closer to the heart of God, than con- 
scious thought is. Neither one without the other 
is complete. Some persons are all feeling with- 
out very much mind (at least not in expression) 
and others go to the other extreme. They are 
coldly, logically intellectual; and between the 
two I think I would rather have one that is all 
heart, if there had to be a choice. But either ex- 
treme is out of balance. 

There is a slogan: “A soft heart, a sane mind, 
a sound body,” which is a fine definition of good 
balance. A triangle is the strongest form of 
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geometry, and the triangle of your personal 
life is that of heart, mind, and body. The writer 
of The Proverbs did not say only “as a man 
thinketh . . . so zs he,” but ‘“‘as a man thinketh in 
his heart so zs he.” Persons of great heart can 
meet and overcome things that persons of great 
intellect can never do. Out of the heart proceed 
the issues of life.
